FOOTBALL 


Under the direction of a new football coach, Floyd Terry, formerly of 
Washington State, the Santa Rosa Junior College mowed down four opponents 
in six tries, beating San Francisco J. C. 27-6, San Francisco State 33-6, St. 
Mary’s Pre-Flight 13-6, and trouncing Menlo J. C. 33-13. In the second game 
of the series, the Cubs played one tie game 13-13 with Modesto, after losing 
first to the Oaks 6-0. 

In the first game, the Cubs trounced the San Francisco Jaysee Rams, making 
it the first time that Santa Rosa ever defeated San Francisco. 

In the first game against Menlo on October 23, in Menlo Park, Bruce Bailey 
was the bright light in a drab setting when his team lost 6-0. 

Santa Rosa again hit the victory trail when they smothered San Francisco 
State 33-6. 

On November 7, the Cubs evened an old score when they pushed aside the 
Oaks from Menlo, 33-13. 

By tying Modesto on Armistice Day, before a crowd of 4000, Santa Rosa 
stalled an unbeaten Pirate grid machine 13-13. 

In the final test of the year on Bailey Field, Thanksgiving Day, the Bear 
Cubs scored a 13-6 triumph over a rugged St. Mary’s Pre-Flight outfit. 

Whaley, Van Deren, Reeves, Bailey, and Hamrin were the high point men 
of the season.

The Santa Rosa Junior College Basketball Team started their ’42-’43 sea¬ 
son with the first day of practice on December 14. Among the teams they met 
were Marin J. C., Menlo J. C., San Francisco J. C., and the powerful Napa 
Merchants. The cagers finished their season with a record of 1 0 wins in 1 2 starts. 

When practice started, Coach Dick Blewett found five returning lettermen 
from his 41-’42 squad.

TRACK 


The 1943 track season was a successful one for the Bear Cubs, considering 
the many war-time difficulties faced by the small but powerful team. The team 
lost three of its most promising members to the armed forces. They were Ted 
Winslow, hurdler; Jim Wigger, broad jumper; and Fred Knell, quarter-miler. 
Transportation was at a minimum, thereby slashing the number of meets held. 
New equipment just wasn’t to be had. 

Only one competitor was able to nose out dashman Steve O’Meara during 
the season. Irv Moore, who was elected season’s captain, consistently won the 
pole vault, in which he holds the world’s record at 14 feet. The Cub relay team 
went through the season undefeated in jaysee competition. This team was com¬ 
posed of George Brand, Roland Nielsen, Steve O’Meara, and Fred Knell, with 
Bill Peck filling Knell’s place at the end of the season. 

The conference meet, which was embodied in the Modesto Relays, was the 
only meet the Bear Cubs failed to win. The meets which Santa Rosa won were 
the triangular meet with Marin and Salinas, the Cal Frosh meet, the Modesto 
telegraphic meet, and the quadrangular meet with San Francisco State, San 
Francisco Junior College, and Marin Junior College.
